ANNIE GET YOUR GUN has currently been revived on Broadway starring Bemadette Peters and Tom Wopat and is 
playing to capacity audiences. ANNIE GET YOUR GUN is the story of Annie Oakley, born Phoebe Ann Mosey in Ohio in 
1 860. Annie is known as the best shot around and supports her little brother and sisters by selling the game she hunts. When 
she's discovered by Colonel Buffalo Bill, he persuades the young sharpshooter to join his Wild West Show. Annie Signs on 
and immediately falls head over heels in love with the dashing shooting ace Frank Butler, who headlines the show. Soon Annie 
eclipses Butler as the main attraction. Eventually love wins out for the couple. 

Directed by Michael Carr, ANNIE GET YOUR GUN has a cast of over 40 people. Celeste Bumum plays Annie Oakley. 
Bumum, a Tuscaloosa native, has theatre credits that span the country. Recently, she completed her second production of 
ALWAYS ...PATSY CLINE at the Alabama Shakespeare Festival in Montgomery. Rebecca Tingle is the choreographer for 
the show, and Mike Taylor is the musical director. Scenic and lighting designer is Jesse Tilton, and costumer is Daryl Harris.

Shelton State Community College 
and the Tuscaloosa Runners Club will 
sponsor the Millennium Sundown 
Run on Thursday, July 22, at the 
college. The event will be a one-mile 
road race with age groups and open 
heats. The race will be held on 
asphalt, and will start and finish at the 
western end of the Shelton State Martin 
Campus. 

According to Rickey Harrison, 
chair of the planning committee for the 
event, this race is unique for two 
reasons. "This is the first time for 
anyone inTuscaloosa to sponsor a one- 
mile race as the primary event. In the 
past, a one-mile fun run has sometimes 
been held as part of a 5K orlOK race. 
However, this is the first time for a one- 
mile main event to be held," said 
Harrison. 

"This race is also unique because it 
gives people of all ages and abilities the 
chance to compete," Harrison added. 



"There will be opportunities for 
everyone. We hope to have people 
ranging in age groups from elementary 
school children to senior citizens 
participating." 

There are divisions for male and 
female entries in the Elementary, Junior 
High, High School, (Ages 18-24), 
(Ages 25-40), (Ages 4 1 - 45), (Ages 46 
- 50), (Ages 5 1 +) and Open division. 
Cash prizes will be given in the Open 
Division for male and female: First 
Place - $100, Second Place - $75; 
Third Place - $50. First, Second, and 
Third Place winners in all other 
divisions for male and female entries 
will receive trophies. 

The cost during early registration is 
$ 1 per heat. Registration the day of 
the race is $ 1 5 per heat. Registration 
will begin at 4:30 p.m. The first heat 
is scheduled for 5:30 p.m. with heats 
following every 10 minutes. The 
awards ceremony will begin at 8 p.m. 
Refreshments will be served. 

According to Shelton State 
President Tom Umphrey, this is 
another opportunity for the community 
to become involved with an event at the 
college. "This is a chance for the 
people of West Alabama to come out 
and participate in a ftin event at Shelton 
State Community College. As a 
community college, we believe our role 
is to serve the people of this area. This 
Millennium Sundown Run gives 
everyone, children, college students, 
young adults, and senior citizens, the 
chance to participate," Umphrey said.
